, but the audiences will not real- 


ize all the thrills that came to those who were actually en- 
gaged in filming the daring aerial sequences of the story. 
The days of ‘‘faked’’ movies are past. In making ‘‘Mur- 
der In The Clouds”’ the entire production unit moved, bag 
and baggage, to Keene Camp, high in the San Jacinto moun- 


tains about 150 miles from Holly- 
wood. It was necessary to go that 
distance because it offered the on- 


ly place in southern California 


where there was a landing field 
within a forest. That was an in- 
tegral part of the story and, al- 
though it might have been changed 
or faked, the producers went to 
great trouble and expense in order 
to film it in authentic fashion. 

The fliers, in further keeping 
with the new movie mode of au- 
thenticity were genuine aviators 
of proven merit with long records 
of performance. 

There was Lieutenant Clinton 
N. Herberger, popularly known as 
‘‘Herb’’ to airmen all over the 
country. On June 18, 1929, while 
engaged in conducting a govern- 
ment test at a Los Angeles air- 
port, his plane suddenly fell into 
a flat spin, ‘the most deadly of 
falls. Trying desperately to save 
the ship, Herberger ‘‘stayed with 
it’? through nineteen ‘complete 
turns while it hurtled down to 
earth at a terrific rate of speed. 

Finally sensing the hopelessness 
of it, he ‘‘bailed out’? and made 


his parachute jump to safety when 
the plane had descended to four 
hundred feet above the earth, a 
very low and dangerous altitude 
from which to make a jump. 

Frank ‘‘Specks’’ Clarke, dare- 
devil stunt flier, was another en- 
gaged in the filming of ‘‘Murder 
In The Clouds.’’ He is famed for 
the exciting power dives he made 
of more than 5,000 feet for the 
filming of ‘‘Hell’s Angels’’ as 
well as other daring feats in the 
air. 

Howard Batt, Frank Tomick 
and Dick ‘‘ Five Foot Tall’’ Ren- 
aldi comprise the other famous 
fliers who participated in the film- 
ing of ‘‘Murder In The Clouds.’’ 
All possess names with which to 
conjure in the world of. aviation. 

‘“Murder In The Clouds’? is an 
unusual and baffling mystery dra- 
ma, involving several strange mur- 
ders in the air and the kidnap- 
ing of a beautiful girl by airplane. 
Lyle Talbot, Ann Dvorak and Gor- 
don Westcott head the cast in a 
triangular romance.

Airplane can drop heralds over your 
town. For a gag, the heralds can be num- 
bered and an announcement on ’em that 
certain of the numbers will be displayed 
in your lobby. Those who match up their 
heralds with the ones in the lobby get a 
pair of passes. For variety, you can change 
the numbers every day. Bats, 


SKY-WRITING 


If the plane you use is equipped for sky- 
writing, your ad, painted in the skies, can’t 
help but get attention. 


PLANE TRAILER 


A trailer, advertising your show, can be 
attached to the plane and towed over neigh- 
boring towns. The trailer is made of heavy 
net with cloth letters attached and has been 
used effectively in New York, where planes 
circle stadiums and crowded ‘sections. 


PHOTOGRAPH Contest 


You can spot an announcement in your 
newspaper, your regular ad, or in your lob- 
by on contest for best snapshots of planes 
in action. Photos can be sent to you and 
winners displayed in lobby. 


RADIUM Signs 


The title, painted on cardboard in radium 
paint, and planted on tall buildings through- 
out the city, should make a great flash at 
night. Tllustration shows how it’ll look. 
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All items listed will be sup- 
plied free on request. For 
further information, write:

TECHNICAL Echibition 


There’s something about a display of 
technical instruments . . . If you ean pro- 
mote or borrow instruments that are used 
in airplanes or on landing fields such as 
landing lights, manometers, barometers, 
wind velocity measuring machines or any- 
thing else you can get, make a display of 
’em in your lobby. A few signs identify- 
ing and explaining the instruments, with 
mention of the picture, cover that end. 


OVERHEAD Teaser 


Your music shop can probably supply 
you with a recording of the airplane’s whirs. 
If you play the record through your P.A. 
system and broadcast it from top of theatre 
building or marquee, they’ll stop, look and 
listen. At least they did whenever we heard 
an airplane. Flying banner will do for the 
message part. Might be pulled on any tall 
building in busy section. 


FLYER’S Comment 


Look up the famous flier near you and 
invite him to see the pix. <A letter from 
him, commenting on the show, can be blown 
up for front or lobby. A build-up headline 
will make ’em read it. 


AVIATION Column 


Paper’s aviation column might be tied in 
for some good plugs. Invite aviation col- 
umnist to preview the film. It’ll be hard 
for him to refrain from commenting on the 
flying demonstrated—and a plug for your 
show.

KID Contacts 


Kids in town are naturals for this 
‘thriller.’ Here’s how to let ’em 


know about it: 

Try tying in with all newspaper contests 
held for kids. The Sunday puzzle page 
seems a likely spot for awarding passes. 

Hold a contest for distance flights of 
hand-made planes. Also trickiest plane, most 
elaborate plane, most cheaply constructed 
plane, ete. 

Plant your heralds where the school kids 
can get ’em. 

Try getting the laddies to wear their 
aviators hats on Saturday matinee. 

And any others you can think of. 


P. A. SYSTEM Teaser 


They ’ll never know where the voice is 
coming from, if you place the loudspeaker 
in some covered position out front or on 
the marquee, and use a mystery spiel that will 
keep ’em guessing. Your spiel can be some- 
thing like: ‘‘Watch it, folks! Look up! 
There’s been Murder In The Clouds! See 
the plane? There it goes behind those 
clouds! There’s been murder! — Murder 
in the clouds!’’ Used at intervals, the spiel 
will amuse ’em and plug your show. 


BOOKSTORE Trie-up 


Bookstores have some special mystery 
book they want to plug. A window display 
of the book can be built around your tie- 
up sign. Sign copy: ‘‘Two of the world’s 
biggest thrills — MURDER IN THE 
CLOUDS, at the Strand Theatre this week 
and “The Case of the Howling Dog,’ on 
sale here for $1.50.’’

Adver- 
tisers felt that the contest angle would 
get more people reading the copy, and 
it did, reports Roy, according to the 
many replies he received. Think of 
that angle when planning your next 
coop ad.

Johnny Leather-Lungs replies that 
he’s going to see... and 
continues with a brief account of the 
show. Then lads take a trip around 
the block, and start same spiel again, 
for new passers-by. Stunt doesn’t look 
like a plant, and the exhibitor who 
used it, swears by it.

NEWSBOYS PLUG With winter 
BROWNING’S PICS winds coming 
on, George 
Browning, p. a. for Warner’s Stanley 
in Baltimore, revived the newspaper 
weight trick. He dug up plenty of 
wooden blocks, painted’em to resem- 
ble building bricks, and distributed 
’em to downtown newsboys. Boys use 
the blocks to hold their papers down. 
Each block has a small upright board 
attached to it, and George attaches a 
sticker weekly, plugging his attrac- 
tion. Inexpensive, and a swell ad.

PHOTO ENLARGEMENT “*‘Wh ys 
USED FOR BALLYHOO an exhib 

asks us, 
“don’t you mention the stunt I’ve 
-been using with loads of success?” 
O. K., brother, here goes! The afore- 
mentioned gentleman sends a boy 
around town carrying enlargements of 
the stars of his current picture. Lad 
parks at corners, rides in street cars 
etc. Everybody takes a peek at what 
he’s carrying, and while so doing, 
can’t help but see the theatre and 
playdates, prominently displayed on 
the enlargement. 


MANEUVERS in the Air 


The Rialto Theatre in N.Y., recently 
pulled an airplane stunt on a war picture 
that drew plenty of attention from 
papers and spectators. They talked the 
army into sending a fleet of planes over 
the city in formation, zooming low over roof- 
tops, and giving the town a swell free show. 
Newspapers played it up as the first flight 
maneuvers held over the city in years — 
and of course, in honor of the picture at 
the Rialto. Why not in your town? If 
army doesn’t like it, private airline might 
be interested, in return for the ensuing pub- 
licity. 


KIDDIE Aviation Corps 


Can you contact local Aviation Cadet 
Corps of America for a parade to your 
theatre, with kids carrying their model 
planes? Promoted. prizes can be given to 
owners of best models. / 

If you’ve room in the lobby, the planes 
ean be displayed with names and addresses 
of winners of prizes. An empty store, near- 
by, can also be utilized for exhibition. 

In case there’s no local chapter, theatre 
man can contact the organization’s national 
headquarters and ask them to campaign 
locally for new chapter and membership. 
Newspaper’s aviation column can be tied in 
with campaign. All the publicity won’t do 
your show any harm. 


ATRPORT Posting 


If there’s a carnival or airport near you, 
tie in with ’em and use a flock of signs and 
posters to plug your show. If they’re hold- 
ing any special competitions, offer ducats 
t the winners. 


AIRPLAN E Miniatures 


Your toy stores have animated planes, 
which hang from a string and go around in 
circles‘when wound up. Your electrician will 
show you how they ean be wired to hang 
in your lobby and from the marquee. 


THRILL Contest 


Since the picture is being billed as the 
‘‘Thriller of Thrillers,’’ why not a contest 
in your program for best letters on ‘““My 
Greatest Thrill’? Or if yo’ editor feels a 
little kindly, he might use it. 


SEARCHLIGHT Marquee 


Ever try this one? Borrow a large search- 
light from loeal airport or U.S. Army post. 
Place it on your marquee or roof and swing 
it around the horizon, it’ll keep ’em guess- 
ing. If they trace it, they’re at your house 
—that’s what you want, isn’t it? 


BALLOONS and Kites 


Look ’em over and you'll find 
some of the following gags usable. 


KITE OVER THEATRE 


A large lettered kite can be suspended 
from the roof of your theatre. If you can’t 
find one large enough at your stationer’s, 
your kid’ll tell you how to build one. 


BALLOON OVER THEATRE 


A toy balloon, large enough to be let- 
tered and seen from the street, can be used 
on your roof. Any lighter-than-air gas can 
be used to inflate the balloon. 


DUCATS FOR BALLOONS 


An announcement in your regular ad that 
a batch of toy gas balloons are going to be 
released from the roof of your theatre, each 
one exchangeable for a pair of ducats, will 
keep ’em on the watch for the balloons and 
make ’em conscious of your show. 


BANNER OVER HOUSE 


Attach a few gas balloons to a large-let- 
tered banner and hold them suspended over 
your theatre. Try to send them up as high 
as possible and yet keeping banner readable. 


CLUB Contacting 


Almost every school in town has an avia- 
tion club. They might be contacted with 
letters, invitations or even a short talk about 
the plane scenes at their next meeting. 
There’s a chance of their holding a theatre 
party, if you talk it up. 


SPORTIN Gi Goods Displays 


Sporting goods dealers are pushing the 
sales of riding habits and windbreakers, this 
time of the year. Tie-up with them to build 
a window display of boots, breeches, and 
windbreakers around Still Nos.: No. M. C.
